— The letter car 
rier.s' ha\-e joined tin; striking tele 
grapherf:, tcU'iihcne operiitors and mall 
elerlta eniiiloyed by the ])ostollice de- 
partnu'iit. At 11 nieotlng tonight they 
voted by a large ni.'ijorlty to begin 
a strllce tomorrow al'ler the lir.sl de- 
livery. Eight hundred postnu'ii cm- 
ployed In tho delivery of ni'\v;-:i):iper!; 
and parcels v.-ent out ut'ter the la;;t 
distribution tor.lght. 

Tho strike niovenient gained greatly 
throughout the day, Paris being prac- 
tically Isolated from the rest of Franct;

It wa.s 
brought up by Mr. Armstrong, of Eiist 
Laminon, wh'o has always taken a 
warm Interest In the nuttier, lie has 
on several .occasions discussed the 
matter "at length In the house, and to- 
day he went over the ground covered 
in his former efforts, paying special 
attention to tho repeated declarations 
that rural mall delivery was a luxury 
in Canada and could not he afforded at 
the present time. YcX desiiite Ihiit 
liist declaration, Mr. Lemleux liad .not 
hesitated on the eve of the last gen- 
eral elections to triumphantly an- 
nounce a boon to tlie farming popula- 
tion in the way of the Inauguration 
of a system of rural delivery which 
liad proved to be of an amateurish 
ami lialf-lieurted variety. It had 
however, tho result of bringing back 
to parliament several governmen t sup- 
porters. The poatmaster-general 
showed that he knew 'Very little about 
the system, and had -been stampeded 
Into adopting it. He was' followed by 
Mr. Tliornton, .of Durham, who agreed 
with Mr. Armstrong.

Washington, March 17.— Tho full 
membership of the house committed 
on ways and means, including Semofr 
crata as well as Republicans, will meet 
at 10 o'clock tomorrow for the for- 
m,-il consideration of the Payne tariff 
bill, which saw the light for tho first 
time In the house today. Tho senate 
committee of finance will at the same 
time begin formal consideration of tho 
measure. The iirohablllties are that 
the house conimUtee will have only 
one sitting on the bill, that the meas- 
ure wUI bo reported to the house after, 
it convenes tomorrow, and ■ 'that '• ItS^ 
formal reading in committee of thex 
whole will soon begin. 

Tho general debate will be postponed 
until Monday, If Mr. Payne's present 
programme is followed, and after that 
time the measure will jirobably bo be- 
fore tlie house from ten days to two. 
weeks. This plan of operation Is 
slightly different from that which has 
been followed In the conDlderation of 
other tariff bills o£ recent years, and It 
has been e:q)ected that , the Democratic 
members ' Of 'itlie I'comhiltt'ee ^ would be 
afforded more time ;^ihai^<.ls>'now- con- 
templated for the consider&tibh^ of- the 
bill In committee. It.l^ .stlU -possible 
that If they Insist upon "more time 
they will bo accommodated. Mr. 
Claric said today that ho would make 
every request In committee, as he 
would on tho floor of the house, to 
have the bill amended, and for that 
reason would ask for longer time. He 
added, however, that he would not 
press for more time for the prepar- 
ation of a minority report, as that 
could bo formulated as well after the 
bill had been reported as before. 

Mr. Payne's Inclination Is to got the!' 
bill into tho house at the earliest mo- 
ment, and his plans are so complete 
that It is not believed he will yield 
for a mere plea of offering amend- 
ments which the minority as well as 
tho majority know will not bo accept- 
ed. It la probable that a compromlso 
will bo reached, and that the Demo- 
cratic membera will accept a proposi- 
tion which will permit them to pre- 
sent their amendments on the lioor. 
Senate's Plans 

Senator Aldrlch, chairman of tho 
senate committee on finance, which 
will deal with the hill In the ' senate, 
announced today tnat he would call 
a meeting of the Republican members 
of the committee for 2 p.m. with the 
idea of immediateiy beginning con- 
sideration of the iiouse measure. The 
finance committee suffered seriously 
from the defeats of the recent elec- 
tions, and as a consequence tlie Re- 
publican membership numljors only 
four senators. They are: Messrs. Al- 
drlch, of Bhode Island; Burrows, of 
Michigan; Fenrosei,< of Pennsylvania,- 
and Hale of Maine. Mr. Aldrlch says, 
however, that they :can.^take. UP the; 
bill as a sub-committee, and he hopes!; 
to have them do so. As soon as the' 
Republican vacancies are fllled the 
new members will be 'invited , in and; 
the consideration of the measure -nVIII 
proceed, with the hope that on the 
part of the chairman that the senate 
committee may be prepared to make 
Its report very soon after the receipt 
of the bill from the house; 

Mr. Aldrlch declared today that he' 
had not looked at tho house bill, and 
he decliied to malte any comment up- 
on it. It is known, however, that many 
senator.=5 make serious objections to 
tlio cliaii.ges from the jiresent law, 
and the hope is now expressed that it 
will be materially amended before it 
reaches the senate. Senator Hall says 
there are many among them, who hold 
tlie bill objectionable. "It absolutely 
murders the wood pulp and paper in- 
dustry of Maine," he said. "This Is 
the most important Industry In our 
state, and we .shall resist the change 
wltii the utmost possible vigor." IIo 
predicted that the bill would be be- 
fore tho congress for tho next three 
months or more. The committee on 
finance will not grant any licarings, 
but will consider any written or print- 
ed statements which may be presented 
to It. The probability Is that wheii 
tho house begins the debate of the 
hill, the hours of the session > will 'be 
extended. 

Summary of the Bill. 

Downward revision, maximum and 
minimum jirovislons whicii Impose an 
average mttxlmum duty twenty per 
cent. In excess of the present t.irlff, 
and numerous provisions by which it 
Is estimated that the revennt; of tho 
government -.vUl be Increased from 
forty to fifty million dollars are tho 
salient features of the new tariff bill. 
The recommendations made by Presi- 
dent Taft that an Inheritance tajc be 
proylded and that a limited amount of 
tobacoaiiand sugar lie admitted -tfree, 
from the Philippines are Included ih, 
the bill. The measure also provides 
for the issuance of Panama canaV 
bonds to the amount of forty mlllon 
dollars to re-lmburse the treasury for 
the original' purchase of the canal, and 
i-e- enacts tho provision for tho issue 
of treasury certificates, the amount be- 
ing increased from one hundred m.ll-j 
Hon dollars to two hundred and fifty 
million dollars. 

While there Is no duty imposed upon 
coffee, tea la taxed eight cents when 
Imported from the country where it 
Is. produced and nine cents when Im- 
ported from other than the producing 
coi:ntry. Tlie later.nal revenue tnx on 
cigarettes is m.iterlally increased, 
while the tax on beer and wiilskoy Is 
undisturbed.

Tlie ai)i)lication luis been bitterLv 
fouglit and yesterday was the third 
time it liad come before tlie execiitivo. 
It has been adjourned twice to give 
the representatives of Mew Westmin- 
ster time to get expert advice and on 
occasion the government also had the 
bcncilt of the advlce of its own on- 
glndcr. The Coqultlam people object 
to tho scheme In toto. Tliey claim 
that no diim can be made so safe that 
there Is no iiossllilllty of its giving 
way, in wliich cas(5 tliey ,'iHsert tlicro 
would lie serious loss of life in the 
( 'ociuillaiii ■valley. The (,T<mml was 
.also taken tliat the granting of the 
application practically i.;ntailed tile 
monopolization ol' I'oipiltlani lake b.v 
the powi'r company, with the result 
that till' mui!lcl|iallly of (.'oiiuitlam 
as well as neighboring numiciiialllli's 
would lose their only accessible siuirce 
of water iiui)l)l.v. It was iiiso claimed 
tliat the executive council liad no jur- 
isdiction to grant the permission 
tlio land was within the railway belt 
and It was threatened that the whoK

Xothing of moment was done durin.g 
e morning session. iMr.

A reces.s of an hour was ta- 
ken to Inspect these, and upon reas- 
senil)ling Mr. Grant of Coqultlam said 
that he would never consent to tho 
dam being built without the advice 
of ;i competent engineer.

I 'irst, Mr. Grant took thi; position 
that the executive council had no 
jurisdiction In the premises as the wa- 
ters in question were wltliin tlie rail- 
way belt which had been deeded to 
the Dominion government. lie ibought 
that it was mil fair that sucli an im- 
portant (piestion as tills should bo 
fought out ti.\' a small municipality. It 
should lirst be settled by the go\'ern- 
ment. In the next jdace the act re- 
(|uired that the compan.v on making 
such ail .application should furnish a 
eniiiplete statement with .all necess.ary 
data to airU-e at a decision. This had 
not been done. II was an indispeiisibi 
statutory pr<'- lecpiislte to tile li 
and so the council laid no jurisdiction 
to decide tlie [iiiplication at present. 
.\o borings had been inadi', and there 
was no information available as to the 
foundation of the dam, and I'onseipient- 
ly the council could not tell whether 
it would be safe. If the coiiiiian.'. 
were allowed to ralso tho dam, thi'\' 
i would have an argument in favor of 
I their being allowed to use all the arl- 
dltional water colloctcd which It would 
be hard to combat. Coqultlam would 
not be able to get through tlio new 
dam, and so would be cut off from n 
water supply which would be needed In 
the future with the growth of the 
population, and there were other miini- 
<'ipalltles In tho same predlcamcuii 
Seymour creek and the Pitt river were 
too low for a water supply for Cocpiit- 
1am, Buntaen lake, ('<i(piitlani lake, 
the Llllooet river and the c'liilliwack 
river liad been aci|iiircd by the com- 
Iiany, and or b>' Its sulisidia r.\' coni- 
jiiiiiies. Slax'c lake had l)(>oii taken liy 
the Stav(> Lake Power compain-. 'I'liese 
were all the .-ivailalile sources of wa- 
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Ui.'plyiiig to the ',n-eniier, Mr. Grant 
said tliiit iN'cw Westminster had a re- 
cord of 1,000 Inches at ( 'o(|uitlaiii hike 
and the Vancouver Power coini)aii>' 
ir>,nno Indies. He drew a gloomy pic- 
ture of a future monopoly of water 
and water iiiiwer. 

The Premier, — Your position is lliat 
there sb.ould lie no further disiiusltioii 
of the watei-, but that it sliould bo 
reserved for the domestic and otlicr 
nsi s of tlic future population of tlio 
district. 

Mr. Grant said that was so, as on 
account of the magnitude' of tliu com-

The premier drew tit- 
tentlbn to. the' new water act which 
gave the government power to help 
municipalities to a water supply. Jlr.

The extra suppU' would be 
controlled h.\- the government, which 
could distriluite It under the new .act, 
wliUdi gave muiiiiMpal supi)ly tho 
priority after domestic purposes. 

In .answer to a question, Mr. Sper- 
ling said tliat at their iilghcst pres(mt 
c-apacity they wen> using 11,00(1 inches 
of water. With the rals(.-d dam there | 
would be 21,000 inches available. 

Mr. ISodwell stated that In 1901 all 
(he unrecorded water In the district 
luid been reserved, their record having 
lieen granted subject to this reserve, 
f.'nnsetjuently llie population of the dls- 
irlct w.as fullv protected. 

:Mr. McBride having r^marlted that 
it would bo very dangerous to do any- 
thing to Jeopardize tlte water supply 
of a community, Mr. Bodwell said that 
If the dam were built these reserva- 
tions would come Into force, and there 
would be water to spare for the muni- 
cipality. Otherwise there would not be 
sufficient. 

Mr. Grant did not sliare this view 
and said thitt tho :<0 inches reserved 
to the public were of use only to 
riparian owners. He did not think 
that protection could be given if the 
application -ivero' granted. 

Municipality Safeguarded. 
Tlie Premier— If your municipality 
is secured In its rights to get water 
from tho new reservoir. Is not your 
position safeguarded? 

Mr. Booth was culled upon to voice

toto. The water was an asset of the 
iiiunlcipallty, and should not be alien- 
ated.

Mr,' Cnfpman's rcp'ort agreed with 
the former save that he prescribed 
iipeciflo methods»as;to dealing wltli tho 
question of piiiilfylrisr '.ithe water, but 
Ills assent was" given tentatively. Ho 
explained that he had not full data 
and what he had, tiad for tlic moat 
part been sui)plied lilm that day. 
Consequently liis conclusions were 
given subject to the results of fui'ther 
examination and additional d;ita. 

.Messrs, Grant and Whiteside claim- 
ed tliat the reiiort provcil their con- 
tention that there was not sullicient 
data beforo the council to enable it to 
come to a conclusion, while Mr. Bod- 
well urged that even iMr. Ciiipmun, 
their own exijcrt, fo all intents and 
purposes endorsed the company's plan. 

A discussion ensued In wiilcli Mv. 
Schuyler explained the safety pre- 
cautions to be taken. The dam would 
only he In danger If struck by a verv 
heavy freshet when full. Should tho 
water run over tlie dam tho results 
would be disastrous. However, there 
wore various outlets, and the reser- 
voir would not be allowed to rcnnain 
lull wlicn there was danger of extronio 
high-water. Apart from these, there 
was the "spillway." wlilcli was always 
open and wliicii would carrv twice as 
much water .is the Iieavle^it flood of 
wliicli there was any record. Thus ho 
thought there was no danger. Xcdtliei- 
did he think that tlie (lualit.v of tho 
water would be any worse for raising 
the dam. 

Mr, Chipman said orje of the chief 
things he wanted to know was how 
great an acreage would be subniorged 
If the dam were raised. Surveys 
should be made, which would take 
Iroin a week to ten days. He had been, 
placed in an awkward position for lack 
of necessary data. 

Mr. Peck dopc-sed that Xew West- 
minster water Iiad deteriorated after 
the building of tlio original dam, but 
he thought it was getting a little bet- 
ter. It varied at different times. 
Formerly they used it as a standard 
instead of distilled water. 

The sitting was adjourned for two 
weclis to meet at 10 a,m,, by wliicli 
time the surveys re(iulred by Mv. 
Chlpman will bo ready.

The appended letter apjiearcd In a 
recent issue of the Quebec Chronicle, 
whlcli paper also reproduced most of 
the article on "Canada and the Navy," 
which appeared In the London Times 
from the vpen of C. A.' Gresg, , of tho 
edltdrlalr staff of the Colonist. 

Sir, — The annexed extract from tho 
London Times, 22nd of January, 
forms part of an article under the 
above heading. Tlicrc Is also an article 
in tile Peliruary number of tlio Na- 
tional Review, both of which are well 
worth reading. ... 

Tho esi>lah'ation for the absence oi 
any action on the pflrt. oiT Canada to 
assist in uaholding the navy is, I feel, 
largely due to the. want of itnowlodge. 
If a scheme, practical. In itself, and 
serviceable .not only to the require- 
ments of Canada, for- the protection of 
our nsheries, but calculated to bo 
benoliclal to our sea coast and lakes, 
were -placed' before Canada, there, is 
every reason to feel assured that the 
marine resources within our Dominion 
wnnWl hulld up a "navy rosor\'e" useful 
in Itself, and ultimately becoming tho 
nucleus of a most valuable contribu- 
tion to the. British navy. 

Admiralty Should Act. 
.If Canada has been slow in moving 
in this matter, the fault la not en- 
tirely duo to Canada, for wo are a 
very busy people and besides are not 
In a position to propound .schemes, 
which should originate with the BrltLsh 
government or tho admiralty, and with 
Iiractlcal experienced naval men, 

Tlie Navy League of Canada was 
formed some years ago, and has 
branches in most of the larger towns 
of the Dominion. Steady endeavor 
has been made by the league to in- 
terest Canadians in this important and 
national work, but so far little has 
been accompii-"ib«i, presumably be- 
causo we do not know how to apply 
our v.-ork where it would be Of the 
greatest advantage. 

It has occurred to me that tho older 
crulser.s of tlie navy could be utilized 
for protection of our lisherlcs, and n.s 
training slilpa for young nien, di!Slrous 
iif iHirsuing a mercantile inarlne or 
naval profession. Or If found prac- 
tical, possibly to convert some of tho 
cruisers into mercantile vessels, to bo 
placed on such trade routes as Can- 
ada Is trying to build up, by granting 
subsidies say between the West Indies 
and Canada, and other ' trades. On 
such cruisers, Canadian officers and 
men could obtain practical training. 
Train Naval Reserves. 

Througli tlio British government 
[iroviding such cruisers for Canada, 
she would enable young men to be 
educated, who would subsequently fill 
positions in the merchant service and 
possibly in tho navy. 

As an instance of what educational 
oiiiiortunlties will "do, take the Royal 
Military college, Ivlngston, establish- 
ed for the liigher education of cadets 
desirous ot entering, the army, King- 
ston has turned out offlcoro who have 
filled most important positions In the 
Royal Engineers and other brandies of 
tho British service, sclentlflc engineers 
rendering service in different parts of 
th: Empire. 

The establishment of a naval college 
.should prove of the greatest advantage 
in the education of young men desir- 
ous of achuiring higher education in 
naval architecture, engineering, and all 
that pertains to navigation. The 
training should be similar to that of 
1 tho royal navy. No finer .sy.stcm of 
education could be given to our young 
men. Canada .should greatly beneiU 
by tho education of her sons, and tho 
lilmpiro would become possessed of an 
additional Held from which to acquire 
thoroughly educated, practical naval 
oriioors. 

Periodical Cruises. 

'I'hrough tlio Brltisli government 
lilaclng sucli cruisers at th<! disjiosal 
of the Canadian government, the ca- 
dets from the Naval Coll(!gi> would 
take periodical cruises, as is custom- 
ary in tho British navy. They would 
continue their studies and ac(|ulre ex- 
perience, training and general infor- 
mation, qualifying them for the navy 
or for tho mercantile marine service. 
Should they not desire to pursue a 
"sailor's life," the\- wo\iI(l have re- 
ceived an education which would 
ipiaiify them for almost any business 
career, .similar to the education at 
Kingston Military college. 

Sucdi cruisers would also enal)le our 
pilots to till the necessary sea service 
requirements wlxich they must per- 
forin to enable them to acquire their 
brancli, as is necessary under our 
present pilotage act. The naval ex- 
perience they would gain would also 
prove of the greatest advantage. 

A full expression of >oplnlon both 
from laymen and experts throughout 
the Dominion would, I am sure, be of 
the greatest advantage to a better un- 
derstanding of the subject, and my 
excuse for asking you to give me so 
much of your space is that the sub- 
ject Is of vital importance to the w el- 
farc of the nation. 

Wa«. M. MacPHERSON. 
Before tho Empire Club. 

Hon. John A. !'.!irron. county judge 
(if I'ertli, Out., delivered an .address u 
fi'w days ago before the Empire Club 
of Toronto, during the course of which 
he said: 

"I iioiiit out that from our autonomy 
eonii's the true rational ami logical 
lilan for imperial aid, a jilan that Is 
reasonably within our llnanclai reach. 
Now what docs our autonomy tell us 
to do? It tells us to do as Australia 
does, and that which Australia does 
Canada should do, mutatis mutandis, 
Australia is insular it Is true, but 
Canada has its thousands of miles of 
unprotected coasts, and the mighty St. 
Lawrence is an Inviting oniiortiinlty 
to an enemy. It may be that a liostlle 
fleet would not cross to Canadian wa- 
ters unless we 'first wer(; liadly beaten 
at sea, but one or two r;rulaers' would 
un(|ue.sliunably appear and it i.s ap- 
palling to think what terrible havoc 
and destruction such could do to a de- 
fenceless sea-board. 

Close to Asiatic Peril. 

Again, Canadai on the Paclflc, Is 
close to the Asiatic peril, and wlUIo 
from our .physloal conformation our 
defence may,, always require to be a 
maxiihuin of ihlUtanoy. yet without a 
large medium of navalism, Canada, if 
attaclced by sea, would present a sad 
and sorry spectacle. A local naval 
force is as much necessary in homo 
defence .igalnst an attack from sea as 
Is a military force, each arm of de- 
fence, is in the co-relatlvo art of tho 
other, and without, the forrner, accord- 
ing to Admiral Cblomb, k. fortress iB 




hound to fall If jjroperly attacltt'd by 
sea. Without naval defence an enemy 
could bottle up our exports, and In 
breadstuffs alono $10,000,000 a year 
would got no further than bur coastal 
harbors. 

"A local naval defence contributes 

to Imperial strength, because, as a 
chain is no .stronger than Us weakest 
link, so an Empire Is no stronger than 
its weakest art. By strengthening 
that part you add strength to the em- 
pire, and local strength then becomes 
Imperial strength, or; as the premier of 
Australia has said 'local defence is 
Imperial defence at a particular spot, 
but nono the less Imperial on that ac- 
count.* -The admiralty regards a local 
naval defence of much value. 

Fly Our Own Flag. 
"Canada should lly her own (lag. 
Iler lleet in time of peace should lie 
under her own political control. In 
time of war it would pass under the 
strategical command of the Admiralty 
This would bo Canad.a'K aid to the lOni- 
plre — that limplre which will long con- 
tinue to be tlie strongest guarantee of 
peace, if every one of its 'constituent 
demneracies forthwHli begins to roal- 
l-/,e (he wider obligations of true naval 
defence."

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j THE UNITED STATES TARIFF. 

The changes proposed In the Unlt- 
o.il States tariff can bo only Imper- 
fectly understood from the telegraph- 
ic synopsis of thcin, but they seem 
to be of very general Interest. Can- 
ada is particularly interested' in the 
reduction of the duty on lumber by 
fifty per cent, wlilch \vc understand, 
is unconditional? The proposal to 
lilace wood pulp and paper on the 
!£ree list is subject to certain restrlc- 
.tions, which we understand, from wliat 
'lias already appeared in print on the 
subject, make the new provlsioiLs 
.only applicable to countries in which 
pulp wood is not subject to duty or 
any tax designod to keep it from be- 
ing exported. 

: A maximum tariff and a minimum 
tariff are provided for. These are 
intended to facilitate the negotia- 
tions of the governniont Avlth for- 
eign countries for trade agreomenta. 
We are without details and so are un- 
.able to make aijy explanatory com- 
ment. 

A new expedient to raise a revenue 
liaa been proposed, namely the im- 
position of an inheritance tax. A 
question may arise as to the con- 
stitutionality of such legislation. 
When an income tax was directed by 
Congress, tlio Supreme Court of tlie 
United States set the measure aside. 
.At first sight it seems as If the 
reasoning which led the court to de- 
cide against that l£i%v may be held to 
bo valid against the proposed meas- 
ure. 

The new tariff will open the door 
for tho free admission of coal Into 
the United States from Canada. If 
It bccomoa law. and tho Canadian 
parliament removes the duty on coal, 
there will be a free Interchange in 
this commodity between the two 
countries. 

It will bo intero.sting to lo.-iin how 
the provision for a maximum and 
minimum tariff will affect trade with 
Canada, in view of the operation of 
the British preferenco. On tlii.s jioint 
no useful oiJlnion can he 'cxpres.sfxl 
without the text of the mea.surc at 
hand. 



THE G. T. PACIFIC LOAN. 

Tlio resolution -submitted to Parlia- 
ment authoriiiing a loan to the Grand 
Trunk Pacific is .substantially as fol- 
lows: The sum of ,$10,000,000 is to bo 
loaned by the government to the com- 
pany, tlie money to be used in com- 
pleting the Prairie section of tho rnad, 
Tho loan is to bear interest at 1 jur 
cent., and is to be secured by a mort- 
gage upon the prairie section of the 
railway, the 'government to receive 
bonds for the amount. The govern- 
ment, in the case of default In tho 
payment of Interest or principal, may 
exercise the same rights of foreclu.suro 
as private bondholders enjoy. The loan 
to bo repaid in ten years from the 
time the money is paid to the company, 
if It is paid in instdlinents the ten 
years Vv-ill run from the date of the 
payment of eacli instalment. Tlie gov- 
ernment is authorized to borrow tho 
money to bo loaned to the company. 

This measure: of a.isi.stL'nco iloes not 
.seem to be at r.ll unrfasunal)!''. 11' the 
provisions to secure the government 
are what they ought to be there will 
be no possibility of the country losing 
a dollar, and if the making of the loan 
was necessary to prevent delay in the 
completion of the work, wc arc sure 
that few objections will be raised In 
British Columbia. 



CANADA AND THE NAVY. 

The suggestion for a speclflf lino of 
action to be followed by the Imperial 
and Ottawa governments in the mutter 
of naval defence, which was advanced 
by Mr. Gregg of the editorial staff of 
the Colonist, has now been before the 
public a sufficient length of time to 
permit of some idea being formed as 
,to Its practicability. It may be af- 
firmed that the proposal, which. In 
brief, is that the Admiralty should 
hand over free of charge certain war- 
ships to Canada — has received the un- 
<r)ualifled endorsement not only, of an 
influential section of the press of 
both England and Canada, hut of nav- 
al experts. Of course the succcsh of 
the entire scliemo depended upon the 
attitude of the Admiralty; and it, is, 
therefore of the highest Importance 
and significance tliat In that (piarter 
it is j)ronounced thoi-ouglily foasibii;. 
In the House of Lords on February 21" 
last there was a debate on the ques- 
tion of Colonial participation In naval 
defence, and we make tho 'following 
."Xtracts from the report appearing In 
the I..oiidon .Standard: 

l.,ord Brassey called attention to the 
|)roceedirigs of the Colonial Confor- 
onco, 1907, in relation to naval de- 
fence; and to the correspondence re- 
lating to tile naval defence of Aus- 
tralia and Now Zealand. 1908, He said 
that ho wished particularly to call at- 
tention to tho poliO}rI.dI.. concerted ac- 



tion between the mother country and 
the colonies for naval defence. ■ Im- 
portant as It might be loday, the sub- 
ject would become more Important In 
tlie near future. At the Colonial Con'- 
forence. It was seeji ; that our, Colonlol. 
fellow subjecta?: n6-':,v longer ' Cleaned 
wholly on the Mother country for 
naval protection. They were ready 
nay, eager to relieve the Mother 
land of some of the responsibility 
wlilch she had hitliorto borne, practi- 
cally unaided. In the first creation 
of Colonial navies tlio Mother coun- 
try might give mueli needed aid by tlio 
loan or the gift of vessels which we 
were well able to spare. The sub- 
marines recommended by the admiral- 
ty for tho defence, of the Australian 
ports might be locally built. The des- 
l.royera and the depot ships could be 
loaned or given from the Imperial 
fleet. 

Tlie Earl of Granard, who replied 
for the Admiralty, said that, s.o far ns 
one could see at the present moment, 
although the different colonies had 
been discussing questions of naval de 
fence, they had not come to any defi- 
nite conclusion. The Admiralty vlew- 
tid with great satisfaction any efforts 
that our Colonies might make to 
wards the establishment of a navy or 
for a certain number of- vessela for 
(lielr own protection, and they would 
give careful consideration to any 
scheme which might be Bubmitted 'to 
them (hear, hear.) 

It win be a^en from the above that 
the Imperial authorities are quite wil- 
ling to assist Canada in the effort to 
establish tlie nucleus of a navy of 
her own by the transference to our 
flag of warships which would other- 
wise be placed out of commission. That 
there are available In ample numbers 
shipn of a suitable class, which, 
though technically termed "obsolote" 
nro in speed and general fitness quite 
adequate for our purposes. Is shown 
by a correspondent of tho London 
Standard, lie says that In 1905 in the 
list of the protected cruisers of tlie 
second class nine were "retired." They 
were tho Apollo, Intrepid, Rainbow, 
Retribution. Tribune, Naiad, jNtatam- 
pus, Andromache, and Plqno. That 
these ships are still "lit" is estab- 
lished by the fact that two of their 
class, the Brilliant and Indefatigable, 
are In full commission abroad, while 
four otliers are in the home fleet, or 
serving as instructional tenders. 

A few days ago Hon. John A. Bar- 
ron, County Judge of Stratford, Ont., 
addressed the Empire club of Toron- 
to on "Naval Defence for Canada." We 
make this extract from the Toronto 
Star's report of his speech. 

.ludge Barron is a strong advocate 
of naval defence for Canada, and says 
that "Na-\-aI defence contributes to 
ImiiL-rial strength, because us a chain 
is no stronger tliaii Its weakest link, 
so is empire no str'ongcr tlian its 
weakest part. By strengthening that 
part you add strength to tlie Empire, 
and local strength then becomes Im- 
perial strength, or as the Premier of 
Australia has said: 'Local defence Is 
Imperial on that account.' " Judge 
Barron discussed the various ways In 
which Canada might cohtrlbuto to na- 
val defence. He does not believe in 
the suggc-sted contribution of ,C1,500.- 
000 to tlie British navy, it would be 
a "pay and do nothing policy." would 
take froiii us our own control over 
expenditure, and ignoinlniouH meth- 
od of shirking responsibility. The 
Capo Colony plan of giving a ship his 
honor objected to, as Canada would 
part entirely with the forces created 
by such funds. . The Newfoundland 
way of providing men for British 
shiiis, the preferential tariff plan, the 
Natal plan of contributing coal, 
were all rejected bv Judge Barro"n, In 
favor of the Australian method. Aus- 
tralia's new proposal, as accepted by 
tile Adniiialty. is ii.-ovision and main- 
tenance for 1,000 men in the Imperial 
navy, of whom 4(H) will man two pro- 
tected cruisers provided by the Ad- 
miralty, a loan of tw.o similar vessid.s 
for training purpo.^es; .Australia to 
provide and maintain nine submarines 
and six torpedo boat destroyers, talc- 
ing three years to complete this flotil- 
la at the rate of ap equal number in 
eaeli year. The speekcr vividly pic- 
tured ihe havoc and destruction that 
would arise in the pver l of Canada's 
unprotected sea port citie s l>elng suli- 
dop.ly Kwooijed do.ei; iiiicn. and he 
dealt with the Asiatic peril on the 
Pacific cu.isi. Without a larg<. mini- 
■nuim of navallsin. 1 'a n.ida. if at- 
tucla-d l).v sea. would present a sad 
and sorr\- s|iectacle. W.tpeni naval 
delence, an enemy ,.,uih1 1m ttli up nur 
exports and in bre.idnut ■;■ alone $^0,- 
000,000 a year wo ild ijot no furtluT 
than our harbors. Canada's fleet 
should In time of peaces be under her 
own politico,! control, and ii time of 
war would D>i33 undc>r the SL.atogio;il 
command of the Adm..iilv. This 
would be Canada's aid to ilie r;,,ipire 
'tVc h.-'ve before us a press cable 
from London dated March 12, whlcli 
liossesses a special significance and 
importance In this connection. It Is 
possible that it may presage some com- 
prehensive plan for the rehabilitation of 
Esquimait as a naval base. It reads 
as follows; 

"Reginald .McKenna In the naval 
esliiiiates, announces tiiai a bill will be 
liitrodueed to sanction an arraiig<'ment 
whereby the Canadian government has 
undertaken to maintain for the Im- 
perial navy, naval establishments at 
Halifax and Escjulmnlt." 

Turning now to a survey of tho 
situation which would develo;i were 
the admiralty to tender a number of 
vessela to Canada and our government 
Were to accept them, we arc able to 
say, after having invostlg.atcd the mat- 
ter, that, in so far as Esquimait is 
concerned, no dlffUiulty whatever 
Would be experienced in -the mainten- 
ance of such ships on this stnllon, 
manned mainly by Canadian crew.s. In 
view of the fact that the Admiralty 
dnds it dlfllcult to keep the entire 
British fleet fully manned, it is of 
course obvious that in any arrange- 
ment which miglit bo arrived at with 
Canada, trained crews of full strength 
could not bo kept on such vessels as 
might be stationed In Canadian water.s, 
except, of course, in cases of einer- 
goncv. Skeleton or instructional 
cro'.vs, however, could be provided liy 
the AdiiihaU.v; and we have the best 
authority for .saying that Ihe full 
Biilp's company could be recruited from 
the ranks of the young men of Canada. 
Speaking partlculorly with reference 
to conditions in Britlsli Columbia, It 
may be .'^aid tliat we have Infiirnial'lon 
to tlie effect that since the departure of 
the Ileet from Eaqulniult, (he remaining 
naval officers In charge of the station 
Imve received a large number of ap- 
plications from. young men In various 



parts of the province wlio wish to join 
the service, in many instances, per- 
sonal application was made; and tho 
young men so offering wore splendidly 
flttfed.iboth physically and intellectual- 
ly^;' to take. up training aboard a man- 
'o-war. Indeed, we are told tliat a 
sunirislngly large number of Cana- 
dian boys luivo expressed a desire to 
join the navyj and,. lnv:,the opinion of 
offlcers of that brancii''"of the service 
who have served on thlp station, the 
greater number of them are, in point 
of Inteliisence, superior to those re- 
cruited in Britain. 

It has been contended In some 
quarters that an insuperable difficulty 
to any such arrangement as proposed 
in respect to' tho manning of Canada's 
"lleet" lies . In the rate of pay of the 
British, bluejacket and that which 
Canadians would be disposed to nccejit. 
Our Information is that this sumo dis- 
ability was successfully 'met In Aus- 
tralia — and in this -way. The men 
joining the sliips under the control 
of the Australian government were 
signed on at tlie same rate of pay as 
given tli(! British bluejackets forming 
the Instructional crew, but it was pro- 
vided tliat they should receive on tho 
conclusion of their term of service a 
rate of pay commensurate with the 
scale of wages paid for common tni- 
sklllcd labor in Australia. 'I'liat is to 
say, the British bluejacket and his 
Australian shipmate would work sido 
by sl?.e for the ordinary rate of wages 
[laid by the Adiiiirnity during the 
term of service, but the Australian 
would be reimbursed on getting liis 
dlscliarge. Thus all friction was 
avoided and the plan was found to 
work admirably. There seems no rea- 
son why It should not be followed with 
similar success in Canada. 

Examining the specific proposal 
under discussion, therefore, in all Its 
phases, with an eye to its probaliie 
weaknesses, as well as its strong points, 
It would apiiear thoroughly feasible. 
And v/e are encourag(!d to think, be- 
cause of the widespread interest now 
manifested in Canada's position as a 
factor in any scheme for imperial de- 
fente, that the day may not be far 
distant when our liojies in tills direc- 
tion may be realized and tho Dominion 
place In full effect a policy which will 
tend to knit closer the bonds of Em- 
pire, while at the same time proving 
a satisfactory recognition of our duty 
to Great Britain, to whoso protecting 
arm, in the last analysis, we o-we our 
national existence. 



Another year has rolle'd" around and 
once again we have before us the an- 
nual report of the i'^rlendly Help So- 
ciety. It Is, we are pleased to say, as 
gratifying as It is instructive, gratify- 
ing because it discloses that so wortliy 
;in organization Is being heartily sup- 
ported by citizens generally, and in- 
.structive for Illustrating what a tre- 
mendous amount jofygood may be ac- 
complished in" a ''city the size of Vic- 
toria in so unostentatious a faslilon 
that most of us never know that it Is 
going on at all. We are glad to note 
that the City Gouncn;has acted in very 
generous fashion.. tovyarSs' the Society. 
The report very properly recognizes 
this kindly attitude of the municipal 
autliorities.

Mr. Edward Musgrnve writes us a 
letter In regard to the recent legisla- 
tion reinjecting the Esquimait Water 
Works. We '. make this reference to 
It for the purpose of saying that Mr. 
Musgravo Is hardly right in treat- 
ing the Act as a government measure 
for it was not. It was a private bill 
Intrdduced by the City of Victoria and 
amended after long negotiations be- 
tween city authorities and the Water 
Works company. These negotiations 
\yere Inconclusive, although It Is un- 
derstood that there was not a very 
wide difference between the parties to 
tlioni.

ABOUT PEOPLE 



i: The centenary of tlio birth of Cliopin 
falls on JIaicli 1, and a Paris contem- 
porary publislics an InterestinK ac- 
count Of the conception of the 
'Maroho Funebre," recently told by 
Zlem, and -which, it is said, will appear 
in his memoirs. It was in 1838 that 
ilio .paintoi" of Venice had a few 
friends at his hous'e in Paris. Among 
them was a young man, pale, with ex- 
I^resslve features and bright eyt-s. 
/lem placed himself at the iiiano while 
his friends were smoking, and let his 
fingers run over the keys. Suddenly 
the pallid-looking young man took 
Ziem's place on the music-stool nnd 
improvised a piece which seemed to 
conio from tlie dejUhs — mysterio\itj 
and profound. Chopin, for he was the 
pale young man, had Improvised his 
celebrated Funeral March. 

, Of all the many passages chosen tlie 
■one first mentioned by Mr. -Watson, 
Isaiah xl., occurs oftenest, although 
several of those who choose it as con- 
taining the moat magnificent passage 
In the Scriptures specify certain In- 
clusive verses. Canon Driver choose 
the -iOth chapter from Isaiah and the 
3Sth and 33th from Job. Dr. Sayce 
selects the .«ame chaliter from Isaiah, 
but marks "tlie most magnificent pass- 
age" as ending with verse 17. Ho says 
that he has "no hesitation" in select- 
ing this passage, and couples with it 
one from the .\pocrypha — Sccleslas- 
tleus xliv., 1-15.

That was the whole of the cjuestlon 
raised by Mr. Ponsonby's amendment.

'Wo 
only say that on the dominant is.suo 
of the Lords it involved no division of 
.opinion. The only division was upon 
the best moment for attack. 

"Wniat change there is to record in 
the European situation — and it is very 
sliglit — is a change for the better, 
writes the Dally Telegraph. The un- 
derstanding between th« three powers 
which -without offence to others may 
best be desorlbed as the pacificatory 
powers is virtually complete. In a 
crisis so involved and complicated as 
•that through which Europe Is now 
passing it is impossible that at all 
times and in all circmstances govern- 
ments so different in many respects as 
those of Franco, Russia, and England 
should see absolutely eye to eye at 
each turn of the rapldly-revulvlng 
kaleldo.sco])e. It would be optimism 
gone mad I'o expect such a, plumom- 
eiKiii ; it would be the most foolish ,if- 
fectation to iiretend that ei)nii)lel(^ har- 
mony hiis been cmitlnuou.s. The mar- 
vel Is tliat-the differences have been so 
few and ao trlval, and that the fo- 
cussing on a ctommon point has been 
so regular, The explanation is that 
tlie three powers are not under the in- 
fluence of territorial aspirations in the 
Balkan peninsula, that thoy are pas- 
sionately eoncerned to maintain tlie 
peace, and the IkikIs upon wliich Eui-o- 
pean piMce ultimately ilepeiid.s is re- 
spect for the sanctity of treaties. To- 
day the entente Is stronger thai' ever, 
•the community of aliris has niivi'r var- 
ied, tlu; differences a.s to meann, never 
Very deep-seated, have ill.sappe.ared. 
The lead, as our .-Vniericaii kinsmen 
.«ay, is still "up to" Austria. It i.s 
within the power of the dual monarchy 
to dissolve all the clouds which obScure 
the diplomatic sky. 

The Standard says:-^t cannot bo 
too plainly laid down that In provok- 
ing Austria- Hurignry tlio Servian gov- 
ernment will receive no eoi^itenance 
'from any of the great powers. It is 
oven hoped that Russia, which has 
hitherto kept silence, may be induced 
to join the other governments in laj'- 
Ing friendly but firm pressure on Ser- 
via. If at Belgrade tliero is a ten- 
dency to believe that,, in their defiant 
attitude, they can reckon on external 
nssiatanco, the war fever is being fed 
on a dangerous Illusion. Should an 
appeal be made to arms, tlie penalty 
must bo suffered by the disturbers of 
the peace. It is not by attempting to 
play .upon the fears and Jealousies of 
the great powers that Servia can ex- 
jiect to. win Its hazardous game, if, 
on the other hand, it would formulate 
a reasonable case and propose terms 
that might fairly be presented to 'Vi- 
enna, King I'etiT's government could 
count upon the stcad.v support of Great 
Britain as of other nations wh'ose only 
Interest in the Balkans consists In .se- 
curing peacn and promoting ■ the ad- 
vance of a rctard(>d though promising 
civilization. It \h fair to assume that 
Austria-Hungary does not wl£-h to 
press tho quarrel , to extremities, and 
would meet in a statesmanlllte spirit 
.any proposals made with a bonafldo 
view of conclllntloh. There are too 
many . troubles in tho dual monarchy, 
too many anxieties as ,to tho future, 
for the government to -enter willingly 
upon an adventure of uncertain issue.

Transportation Facilities 

■^'ancouve'r Ishuul has three lines of 
railway, which engago in general 
j freight and passenger trattic. They 
I are: The Esquimau & Nanaimo Kall- 
I way, tho Victoria & Sidney Railway, 
I tho railway from Ujiion Bay to Cum- 
I borland. 

The Bsqulmait & Nanaimo Railway 
extends from- Victoria to Wellington, 
a distance of 78 miles, and is In a gen- 
eral way parallel to tho east coast and 
removed from it not many niilos at 
any point. It is owned by the- Can- 
adian Pacillc Railway company. Tills 
line Is being extended to Alberni, a 
distance of 50 iniU'S, and will then 
connect the east and west coasts of 
tho Island. 

Tho Victoria & Sidney railway is 
on the Saanich Peninsula. It extends 
from Victoria to Sidney, a distance 
of IV miles. It is owned by tlio Great 

I Northern Railway company. 

I The - railway from'r'Cnion ■ Bay . to 
Cumberland Is 12 miles lo;ng, and ' is 

I owned by the Wellington "-.Coll ieirles 

' company. 

Connection is maintained with more 
or less regularity between these rail- 
ways and Vancouver and other points 
on the lower Jlalnland by e;ir-ferry. 
Tho ferries in use are barges towed by 
tugs. The ferriage Is safe and easy. 
.Steaniship connections between llio 

I Island a.id iMalnlaiid are maintained 
from Victoria and Nanaimo. From 
Victoria coniieetion by .steamer Is 
maintained with Seattle. Tlio steam- 
ers employed in tliese services are of 
tlie best type. 

There are regular steamer sailings 
to all points on both coasts of the Is- 
land. 

Alberni has stage communication 
witli Nanaimo. Cowichan Lake has 
communication with Duncan in the 
same way. Tliore are stage lines be- 
tween otiier points. 

Suggested Railway Routes 

I suggest the following as routes by 
which railways might advantageously 
by built for the development of the 
province. 

From Alberni, in extension of tho 
line from' . Nanaimo, to Comox and

The suggested railways and ferries 
would permit of the loading of timber 
on ciu-.s at the mills and its shiiiment 
without breaking bulk to any point ^Dii 
the Continent. 

For example, cars could be loaded at 
mills on the west coast, be cfu-rled on 
barges to All)erni and sent forward by 
rail to car-ferries on tlic east coast 
rdyin.g to ^^ancouver. 

The area of country to bo develop- 
ed and the variety of points through 
whieli connection witli the Island can 
be maintained show that there is scope 
for the entiM-iirlso of all the transoon- 
tiniMital railways In efforts to secure 
:■. share of the business. 

Some Concluding Observations 

•l"he following extract Is from an 
( s.-ay on \'ancouver Island written by 
.Johii D. Owen, F. R. G. S., previous to 
Isc:!, and called "A Guide to British 
Columbia and Vancouver Island": 

"Iiulependently of the adjacent ter- 
ritory, the favorable pVjsltlon occupied 
by Vancouver islsind, with reference to 
the rliiiia and .lapau trade and tho 
i.sl:iiuls of the Pacific, ri-nders it pe- 
euiiarly siliiateil to 'ne tlie emporium' 
of a gre-;it eonnneree anil from the fact 
I'.f its possi-s.sing most e.xcelleiit liar 
liors, there is no reasO'U why it nia.\' 
I'lOt at solium future- iiorlod command 
the iirliieipai iiortlon of the trade be- 
tween the Areiiiiielago of the Pacific 
and the Continent of America." 

In an address delivered previous to 
18G2, Col. Colciuhoun Grant made sim- 
ilar observations. In 1862 Alexander 
.Rattray, M. D., R. N., said In a pub- 
li.-ihed essay: "Vaneouvc-i- Island will 
unquestionably becwme u great com- 
mnrclal island unrivalled I" tho Pa- 
cific. It may emulate England In 
commerce and manufactures." 

Montgomery Marsh, who wrote 
about ISGO, said: 

"The pnsltion and resources of Van- 
c'ouvi-r Island eminently adapt It to 
be tho Britain of the Nortliern Pacific. 
Us commanding jio^iitlon Justifies the 
expectation that the Island will be- 
come, not only a valuable agrlcultarul 
.'iettlement, liut also ji. commercial en- 
trop'ot for Brltl.sh trade and industry." 

Dr. Charles Forbes, R. N., to whom 
referenda lia.H hereinbefore made, 
writing in 1SC-. foretold the construc- 
tion of a transcontinental railway 
across Brltlidi North America and a 
transcontinental line across Siberia and 
was greatly impressed with tho strate- 
gic Importunco of Vancouyer Isl.nnd 
from a military point of view/' I quote 
from his Kssay: 

"V.ancouver Island, in lier commer- 
cial relations, has a noble: mission be- 
l oro her. As an outpost- of tho M'other 
Country this, favored Island ofEers„.to 
the eriterpr|8lng'oinlgiTOit, tb -the true 
colonist, who will make It his horrto. 
iin ample field for his enorg'li,!i. Tho 
centre .and focus of trade for tho west 
coast, the natural outlet for the stores 
of wealth produced and accumulated 
by tho industry of man in tho Cana- 
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das, Vancouver Island .will in the com- 
ing time radiate the lig'lit of civiliza- 
tion' across the wiiolc Northern l^acl- 
flc, and illuminate the dark and bar- 
Ijarous shores of China anijl Japan." 

In the iiaif century, nearly, w-hlch 
lias passed . since' Dr.. Forbes . wrote 
these s.t^lrring^' words, ;,cpnditlohs have 
greatly .'changed. "iraiJan' atid'Cliina are 
no longer.barbarous -in the sense in 
which he employed the term; the trade 
of the west coast of America has vast- 
ly expanded both northward and south- 
svard; Canada has been extend(!d from 
'ocean lo ocean; the railways which 
he foresaw have been built and oth- 
ers across Canada are in courHC of 
construction; we know more of the 
richness of Vancouver Island than wo 
did then; but* tho development of the 
Mainland of Britlsli Columbia has 
withdrawn public attention to a cer- 
tain extent from the. Island, and in the 
natural sequence, of '^events new and 
Influential centres of population have 
lieen established on the Mainland. 
Nevertheless what ho and others an- 
llclpatcd of the Island then Is within 
the grasp of its peojiic today, only In a 
larger sense than the most vivid imag- 
ination fifty years ago could have con- 
ceived. 

In concluding this necessarily im- 
perfect review of Vancouver Island, 
c'onsldered from tho standpoint of rail- 
way development, I wouhi be unjust to 
myself, to the readers, wlio have been 
Interested In what has been herein set 
out, and t'o one of tho best known and 
most distinguished of the Island pion- 
eers, who is. happily yet with us, if i 
omitted to refer to the admirable ser- 
ies of letters contributed to the Col- 
onist In ISSli by the Hon. J. S. 
ITelmcken, and reinibllshed In the Ses- 
sl'onal Papers of the iirovincial legia- 
lature for 1890, in whicl-, he advocates 
the construction of a railway from Vic- 
toria to tlio north end of the Island 
and shows how admirably tho country 
is adapted for develoiinient and tlie 
icreat strategic advantages of such a 
railway. In the Sessional Papera tho 
letters are entitled: "Correspondence 
relating to tho Northern Railway." 
'Piiey are full of a strong hope for tho 
; future of the Island and of appeals to 
the people to arouse themselves to' the 
necessity of action. I heartily recom- 
mend them to all persons, who desire 
to investiijate that aspect of Vancou- 
ver Island development. ' 




GETS ITS CERTIFICATE 



Present System Will Continue, 
But More Cafjital Must 
Be Provided 



The Alberni Waterworks company 
has been granted a certificate enabling 
it to carry on the business for whicli it 
was incorporated, namely, the supply- 
ing of water for domestic uses to the 
tou-n of Alberni. The aiiplieatlon was 
originally made some months ago be- 
fore Mr. Justice Martin, and after two 
adjournments was granted by his lord- 
ship yesterday after certain conditions 
had been imposed. 

Tlie application was made by Harold 
Robertson, and was opposed by R. T. 
Klllott, K.C., on behalf of the Albtu-iil 
Land company nnd the 13. &• N. Tlie 
water works have been Installed on 
a small scale to supply a few resi- 
cients at a cost of $5,000, and It was 
thought expedient to Incorpor.i te. The 
arguments against tho propo.'.-a! v.-ore 
that the ei-)nci'rn was too small to Hiip- 
ply the place should then! he the ex- 
pec-ted increa.'Je in poinilation. while 
nolu-ith.standing the company, if char- 
tered, w-ould occupy the Held to the 
exclusion of a more competent com- 
pan.v. This view- appean-d to imiiress 
his iordsliip, who expresseil himself as 
exceedingly lotli to do anything which 
might result In creating the same con- 
ditions in Alberni which had prevailed 
locally owing to the presence of the 
I'lsquimalt Water Works company. Also 
Air. Elliott held out a probability that 
Ills clients, admittedly powerful finan- 
cially, would. If given an opportunity, 
organize an adequati? system to ."uiiplv 
both old and new Alberni. The Alljeriil 
Wate-r "Works eoin|ian.\- at present Is 
cnly siipiilyliig the former. 

Tlie bearing then was .•ulojiirneU for 
three months and came uji for linal 
hearing yesterd.-iy wln-n it ajiiieared 
that the suggested new- company had 
nnt niaterialized. Under these ciri'um- 
i.-.ianei-s .Mr. JOlliott withdrew his 0|)po- 
sltlon If certain conditions accom- 
panied the certillcata. This was agreed 
to, and the application was grante'd. 
The waterworks company Is now ob- 
ligated to supiily water throughout both 
old and new All-iernl and to takc^ care 
of the growing ne.-ds of the jiUice, fall- 
ing wlileh the ..\lbernl Land eoinjiany 
will be given iiermlssion to gel another 
.'■■i.ipply elsewhere. Also the company 
must ' extend Its eapitiil by -'SI 0.000 
within six montlis and by aiiotlier 
,'J:5,000 In the ensuing quartiT.

"Ireland, ■■ the- ■ beautiful land of 

song," was' the theme of ad- 
dress delivered by Rov. Father 
Calno at Institute hall last even- 
ing when due honor Was Paid 
to the memory of Ireland'.^ patron 
saint and the seventeenth of March 
fittingly celebrated. The hall was 
crowded and the oxeollcnt programme 
of Irish airs and Father Caino's ad- 
dross were heartily applauded. A large 
Union Jack wdth the Golden Irish Harp 
worked upon a bright green Held 
adernod the platform being flanked by 
two others of lllte dlmerfflon.s. Th 
floral decorations on the platform pre 
stnted a pretty sight. I'^ollowing the 
rendition of the musical programme 
Rov. Father Calno gave Ids address. 
Jle was enthusiastically applauded as 
he rose to speak. 

Father Calno said that tho national 
festivals of Kngland, Scotland, Ire- 
land and Wales, were now obHcrvod in 
Victoria; and held that the common 
aim of all should be the consolidation 
of tho British Empire. Nay, he would 
bo pleased to see a grand Patrick's 
Day celebration here, as elsewhere, 
the specially Invited guests being re- 
presentatives of the societies of the 
noble Sons of Fnglund, the bonnlo 
Sons of .Scotland, and the gallant 
.Sons of the brave western pripcipuUty 
o'f Wales. 

In the shaping of tho world's future, 
the development of what is called civi- 
lization, each race, and wliero tho 
government is autonomous, each na- 
tion plays its appropriate part. It 
would indeed be a had day for at least 
the English-spealtlnB world, W the 
Celtic genius, with its delicacy. Its 
ardour, and its contempt for the com- 
monplace,. had lost any of Its old Pow'er 
to chasten and to subdue. W'e must 
give adcauato credit to tho disposi- 
tions and powers that other races bring 
to the composite imperial character; 
to tho line sense for materiu! ends, the 
sustained energy, the dogged deter- 
mination, and malter-of-faet directness 
of our Anglo-Saxon friends; to the 
sincerity and effective conimon-sense 
of the Scotcli; to the, fervour ana in- 
tensity of tho welsh, and others, 
whom not to mention is not to forget. 
Irish Patriotism. 
But, as was, ably pointed out by the 
great Irish -Australian statesman, Mc- 
.Mahon Glynn, \vhile recognizing thoso 
characteristics of our fellow citizens 
we must remember the special quali- 
ties of head and heart, the Irish Gael 
has brouglit to bear upon tho civiliza- 
tion and culture of our time. I^ride "£ 
race does not lessen patriotism. On 
tlie contrary, it helijs to produce a 
higher type. We should Keep our 
pride in tlie stocks from which wo have 
snrung, but let us show that pride, 
not by liolding aloof one from another, 
least ot all by preserving an old-world 
jealously and bitterness, but by join- 
ing, in a spirit of generous rivalry to 
see which can du most for our coui- 
mon country for Canadian clti7.ensblp. 

The celebration of a national festi- 
val serves u double purpose; ..It helps 
to keep alive the traditions of the land 
of one's birth or origin, and to stimu- 
.-ite affection and loyalty to the coun- 
try which is tho sphere of one's liope 
and activity. The beat of tho pioneers 
and statesmen whp have helped to 
found the colonies and possessions of 
which .the British Empire la so largely 
composed, -were men who loved, as 
their national festival came round, to 
manifest their deepening aiTcciion for 
tho land of their ITorefatbers. 

Wo, of. course, look ahead, hut wo 
can better face tho future wlion wo 
receive .soine Inspiration from the past, 
True, excessive retrosr>''ction. is not 
healthy. Like everytlilng else, such a.s 
the virtues of a Urst husband, w'lth 
which a woman wlio has emerged from' 
widowhood, never fails to (>ail'y a se- 
cond, one may liavt? too imn'li of it. 
We must, as Longfellow savs, "Act 
in tli(! living present," In order to hand 
down inspiring records to those wiio 
are to come iifter us. 

Still we must not ignore or imder- 
valuo tho lessons of cnduranco. forti- 
tude, jiatriotism, and devotion taat aro 
supplied by tlio history and tradi- 
tion'' of the old land, w'hoso national 
festival we celebrate today. 

Looking back on Krin's past we 
see till, important part played by mu- 
sic and song. One of the sweetest ti- 
tles given to her was tho "Island of 
Song." She of all tho nations has for 
her national emblem a musical instru- 
m'tent — the harp. When other nations 
in battle in tho hour of triumph unfurl 
the national banner, wo behold tlui 
Hon, or some emblem of powor; tlie 
cross or some emblem of faith; tlie 
stars, or some emblem of hope. But in 
tlxe days of old, when Erin in her ii<nir 
of victory unfurled her flag to tiui 
breeze, there shone out tho golden 
harp on a field of green. 

Irish Music. 
"N'o enem\- sjjeaK.s .slij^'iuingly of 
Irish music, and no friend iice<l fear to 
boast (d' it," as the great Irish jMH.'t 
Thomas Davis inits it. i'.efore .show- 
ing this. Father (.'aiiie spolte of tlie in- 
fluence of music in fjenerul. We liave 
music In the inanimate, animate and 
rational world. Creation liHclf is like 
a vast instrument tuned by the Al- 
mighty to pour forth the harmony of 
its praises before His throne. All crea- 
tion forming the key. board of this vast 
organ wjilch swells out the glory of 
aod. It is the music of nature. Hence, 
the scripture gives a voice to every, 
tiling, the waving trees, tlio murmur- 
ing brook, the thundering seas, the 
shining stars, the lightning and clouds, 
dew and frost, mountain and liiil, all 
are askod to join In the hymn "bene- 
dlcites." "Wild music burthens every 
bough," says Shakespewe. Tho same 
idea that Longfellow clothes In tho 
words. "The trees wtivlng their bono- 
dlcitos." 

'i'he animate world — the bird In the 
air — sings with a living yuleo, but 
with, a hlglier voice, tiiat of reason, 
and the glorious nielody of i'alth map 
sings, and tells of joy and sorrow. 

As with Individuals so ".vltU nations! 
Kaeli nation has its own national 
melody and song. Gnat as are the 
musical attainments of Germany, Italy 
and England, there i,s not one that can 
point to such a body of n.-itlohiU music 
as Ireland, l.iy that is meant a music 
that lives in tlu' hearts and voices of 
tlie people; not the labored composition 
some gri'at master, but tho luuional 
melody tli.it lias been handed down 
from fatiier to son, tliat Is sung jjy tlu; 
milk-maid in her dali-y, by Uie iiln'ngh- 
nian in tlio fhdd, by tlio old -\vi;nian 
singing to an Infant. 'I'lils is the na- 
tion's music, for thi.s Ireland doKorvos 
tlK' title' of "Iskiiid of .Song." 

Tho national temperaniont wsji go 
muBlcoIly lmbued .that there was spo-

clal dbbgs ''and' airs' for «41fferent crafts 
and fbr-'Rlmost every conb6ivable oc- 
casion. War marches -were played by 
tho pipers at the head of tiio clansmen 
marching to battle; spinning, weaving, 
smithy, ploughing, boating, and sjiort- 
Ing songs were In daily use, and tiiere 
were even milking songs, slow and| 
plaintive airs which had the effpot of 
soothing the.' cows and Inducing them 
to submit gently to the milking oper- 
ation. 

In Irlsii literature, wo have princi- 
pally three styles, known as Mirth, 
Sorrow and Sleep Music. 

Who Is not familiar with the spirited 
jigs, reels, hornpipes! Tho solemn and 
slow pieces, as laments and dirges, 
sung on the occasion of death, may 
not bo known here, but Ave have all 
heard them in the old land. Also the 
plaintive and soothing airs such as 
nurse's tunes, cradle songs and lulla- 
bies! In the numerous collections of 
these airs, about 2,000 different incio- 
dies are preserved. 

In a lecture on Irish music, it is 
quite unnecessary to aay that the gretit 
part played by the Celtic Bafds, harp- 
ers and pipers, was fittingly described. 

Those two sweet singeVs, Tom 
Moore and Thomas Davis, were in- 
stanced as poets who Indeed deserve 
well of Irish men and lovers of music. 
Willie the great revival of the Guolie 
language in Ireland, ho added, is doing 
much also to rekindle Irish national 
music. 

Those Gaelic scholars listen to the 
dear old airs sung in Irish by peasant 
lips — the words and music are written 
— -and tho nation's music that lives in 
Irish hearts, before iirinting or music 
signs were known, wdll be enshrined 
now in music's volume. Today, tlut 
Gaelic scholars are carrying on the 
good work begun by Tom Mooro, tran- 
scribing to music's notes, airs that for 
centuries have been written on Erin's 
jioetlc heart, national alr.s carried on 
from giro to son, and telling of the 
faith and fatherland of the "Island of 
Song." (Applause.) t 

Rev. Father Caine concluded by .ray- 
ing that among tlie causes that tend to 
militate against a clo;5er union b(:- 
tween England and Ireland Is a feel- 
ing of distrust, which sliould never 
exist. Ther<i Is at lea.st one good Kng- 
Ilshiiian wlio trusts Irishmen fully, and 
that Is King Kdward VII, who Is re- 
garded as one of th<^ greatest menarchs 
tiiat ever ruled over I'kigland; and It 
would b(! safe to say that every fibre 
of the King's manly heart is well tit- 
fected towards Ireland iind her people. 
(Ai)i)l;iuso.) 

^On this Patrick's night wo wisli 
King Edward, the peace malccr, a long 
and glorious reign, . that he may live 
to see an Ireland peaceful, prosperous 
md happy, and that he may live to see 
England and Irelffnd like "Two ber- 
ries growing on one stem." (Applause.) 
Tlion will he rule' over a truly united 
empire, united In solidity, magnlfl- 
conee and power, and .'is the glories 
of Krin's great heroes and kings live 
In her song.s, so will King Edward be 
enslirlned in Irish hearts and In Irish 
song, especially so if It should bo his 
privilege to opei} the Irish parliament 
on College QrBen, Dublin, granting the 
same measure of .self-government to 
his subjects in . Erin as to those In 
South Africa, in the Commonwealth: of 
Australia, and In this grand Dominion 
of Canada. 

Among other things, Rev^. Father 
Caine made the following observations: 
"The second aid of these great na- 
tional festivals was to stlituilate our 
lively affection for the land in which 
we lived. (Gres^t applause.) For 
whether we are Englishmen or Scots- 
men or Welshmen or Irishmen, one 
great aim of ouch nutlontil society is 
manfully to labor for the uplifting of 
the country in wlilcli we resided, or 
otherwise it were unquestionably a 
failure?. And so far from interfering 
U'lth the spirit of true patriotism this 
attitude would bestow upon us a finer 
type of [latriotism. (Applause.) And 
moreover, whether we aro Engil.slimeii, 
Scot.i-'men, Welshmen or Irisliinon, we 
can all rlglufuily take a .'<upreiue pride 
the great stocks from which \v,i> 
spring. Aliove all things, we sliould 
not bring Into tiiis f.-iir Duiuiaioii <iiir 
old world differences, but picking out 
what is best in our iiauoihd charac- 
teristics we shouM so use and so lilend 
them as to uplift and mightily to ad- 
vance tlie best and highest Intoresis 
of this Canada of ours, ( A i)i)luii.se. ) 

"Irela.nd iiad been well c.-dlcil toe 
land of song and of seliolaishlpl for 
of all the nations of tlie world Ireland 
aloiic; uiioii till' battlefield raised a 
flag ujion which, omblazonod iiiion ;i 
gret?n field, appeared the glorious em- 
blem of music, till) luirp. (Applause.) 
Music's Charms. 
" 'Tlioro is music in every lioagii,' 
sang sweet and many voiced .Shake- 
speare. (Applause.) And furtlutr, 'The 
man that hath no music in iiimself, 
nor is not moved with concord of H\veet 
sounos, is fit for treasons, stratagems 
and spoils.'" (Applause.) 

Again and agtiin, in tlie course of 
his life, as at tlio Circular Quay, in 
the beautiful city of Sydney, when he 
was, Father Caine declared, as chap- 
lain accompanying the ..Australian 
South African contingent, and at 
nioemfonteln In South Africa itself lie 
had noticed the enormously compell- 
ing power of martial and patriotic airs 
upon the spirits of even a drooping 
and w^orn-out soldiery. 

The li.appy attempt to revive the 
Irish language, said Father Calno, was 
by no moans confined to Roman Catho- 
lics. There has already been collected 
,000 specimens of the splendid old 
irn which have lived for these hun- 
dreds of years In tho very hearts of tho 
great Irish race, in their own land, and 



yet they had not collected half of 
them! 

Tho Bards wore the counsellors of 
the Kings of Ireland, and their songs, 
from tho earliest times, had strength- 
ened the spirits. and Inspired the hearts; 
of tlie . IrlBh:/warrlors.'>i "ItUs not. wp'^th' 
a song" Is now not 'tin uncommon say-: 
Ing, but In tho ptdmy days of tho 
liards of Ireland, a golden crown or 
even a barony was not coii.slderod too 
great a gift and was gladly givon for 
the priceless boon and the splendid 
l.eritago of a really great song, w'bich 
touched and moved the hearts of nien! 
Ir, tho Seventh century there were.no 
les.s than 1,200 tbaohbrs'- <)f' music ;ln, 
Ireland. . . ■ , • 

Valiant Irish 
::-:>It; w.as»sald, and as- ir.<-lnvtei;ms of 
reproach, "Oh, you Irish ' are such 
figiiters!" And v.'hy should they not 
hi of this valiant strain'.' For tlieir 
forefathers had been hard at It, like 
hammer and tongs, In Ireland, for fully 
a thousand .\-(ars! ( Ltiughter.) For 
where there was a light on, or in 
American phi-a.-Jo, "wliero there was 
.something doing," there was the 
Irishman In liis glory! 

Father Cnlne told a number of 
amusing stories which were thoroughly 
enjoyed and created :mUcb laughter. 

"I am sure," concluded Father 
Caine, "I would have yoii all with mo 
if 1 sent a hearty and . ti most loyal 
greeting to his Majesty King Edward 
tho Seventh, iijion thi.s glorious 17th 
of Marcli, the great night of dear old 
Ireland, and of the magnili<;eiu Irish 
people. And I mast earnosUy hope 
tliLLt Ills niem(ir.\' will II vn fori:vcr in 
Irish hearts and in Irisli soiij;, and 
tliat we will all be alilo to work to- 
gether in accomplisbiiig to the full 
the momentous and patriotic task of 
upbuilding and consolidating tlie groat 
British Empire."

HERE AND THERE 

It is hard to think of anytliini; which 
it would be helpCiil to suy of a society 
HO well oreiinlzed and whose work is 
carried out In so simple ami kindly 
yet ao effectual u way aa that oC the 
i'^rlendly Help Association.' 

The amount of help Kivon luu.sl not 
be Judtred by the money hixmU. Cloth- 
ingf and food liave been provided and 
It would be tiuite . impos-^iblc an It 
would be useless to tr,\' to c()m|)utc the 
value o£ ollh(^r. 

It should bo remembered, liowever, 
that with the increa.se uf population, 
so evident to all, there must be an ad- 
dition to the number of those who will 
bo in need ot temporary a.sHlstanee. 
For this reason It is very desirable 
that sonic of the kind-lioarteil women 
who liave recently become residents of 
Victoria should talio an active part 
In tlie woriv of the society. Tliere are 
In every community self-respecting 
people who aro willing to endure al- 
most any -privation rather than apply 
tor help. So far as. rf.en and women 
iare concemc4 It would perhaps be a 
klndBess to let them enjoy the Inde- 
pendence which can only be pre.served 
by the endurance of a certain amount 
of hardship it not of actual Huffering. 
Yet stories have been told, even liere, 
of men going: for days without food 
ratlier than speak tlie word that would 
Iiave brouRht ready hands to minister 
to tlieir neees.sitic". I!ut when little 
cliildren mu.st share tlie privations of 
fathers and motliors it is time for 
benevoleivt nelglibors to interfm-e. It 
Is into sucli homes that tlie Friendly 
Help visitor hesitates to intrude. Tlio 
offices of a friend would here be in- 
valuable and the more women that 
connect theinsolve.s witli tlie society, 
tlie less danger would tliero be that 
any sucli case would pass unnoticed. 

The ladies cannot l)e too warmly 
commended for their determination not 
to allow children to go hungry or 
naked because fathers or mothers are 
unworthy, it is no part of the duty 
of their fellow beings to visit tho Sins 
of tho fathers upon the children. The 
carping critic who would find fatilt 
w ith the relief ot a starving family be- 
cause tho father Is a drunkard or tho 
mother a slattern has not learned tlie 
meaninK of Christian love. 

It may bo that the Influence of iho 
gentle visitor who comes to help and 
not to blame may rouse the discour- 
aged father and help him to conquer 
his weakness. Still more is it possible 
to show the mother or perhaps th(! In- 
experienced elder sister how to care; 
for the clothing and prepare tlie food 
that has been siven. There \s of cour.se 
a point where hel|) bi'comes demoraliz- 
ing, and tlie society, liowever reluctant- 
Iv, must then wltblioUi It. Kvvn In 
Victoria there have Ij'.en found men 
and women who would rather d-rieiid 
on charily tlian worit, and save in or- 
der to live without it. That in dealinjt 
wltli such cases the ladies liavo not 
allowed their sympatliy to blind tliem 
to the folly "f indlHcriminlate eliarity Is 
a frood thiniT for the community. I'^A-ery 
worker, wortliy of the name, learns by 
experience Antl we may all hopi' tiiat 
the work of this excellent society will 
bemore effective this year than ever 
before. 

* • « 

There are few afilictions which cause 
more dlstres.'; and anxiety 'than tho 
epldeniies among cliildren, which at in- 
tervals visit most towns and cities. 
Tiiat they are. all preventlblo is 
small consolation to the mother who 
must spend her nights In vvatcblng a 
sick child and whose days are dlvldf^d 
between the care of the patient and 
taking precautions lest some other 
member of the family shall be expos- 
ed to the contagion. It Is true that 
the Isolation hospital relieves the 
mother who voluntarily or against her 
inclination takes advantago of it, of 
much of the labor which such illness 
causes. But no one who has once 
been througli the experience of giving 
up a dear one to the care of nurses, 
liowever efficient and Idnd, would lik(> 
to repeat ttie experience. 

Tlien tlii-'re is always I'xpensc attend- 
ing such Illness, evi.'U lliougli slight. 
Doctors and nurses must be paid in 
serious cases and in all. medicines ami 
little delicacies :is wi.'ll as the washing, 
disinfection and ]ieiliaps de.'itruction ot 
clothing lays a, ljuripMi on iliv. lioiise- 
koeper tu Wliieli neither her Htrcngtli 
nor iier iiursc ari> at all tiiin'.'J ecpial. 
Were tli'-re arc d(;liLat(-- clilldrt n and 
tin\- Infants it decs not re(|uiri' any 
great stretch of the imagination to 
realize the trouble that may lie eau.'ied 
in tile householil when twd. t lirce or 
perliap^i fiiur of the iiieiiilji'i-s enn- 
traeteil e\-eii tile least daii.geruuH of 
tlie.se diseases. 

Yet there are iiian\' women who 
would be \'ery indignant If any one 
dared to hint that they are cruel or 
unprincipled who through thoughtlV'ss- 
ncss bring this trouble upon their 
neighbors. A pupil wakes In tho 
morning with a feverish cold and a 
headache. Perhaps the child Is ambi- 
tious and does not want to miss its 
place In class, Oftener the mother, 
through a mistaken .sense of the Im- 
portance of the day at school, makes 
little of the indisposition and tlie oliild 
la hurried off to hia class. In tlu' I'x- 
cltement of meeting Ills schnolmate.s 
the pupil very often forgets liie p.ain 
and It may be late In the afternoon 
boforo the liusy teacher notices the 
lieavy eye, tlii^ Hushed clieek or tiio 
eougii that betnUen llireatened Illness 
Next day .and jierhaps for many days 
a seat is empty .and the l(>aclier learns 
that the child Is seriously ill. .Some- 
times a stronger child bears up for 
S(!veral days against the attack. All 
the time hi' companions lia\-e hei<ii 
or may have lieen <'xposed to iiirection 
and iiislead of one then^ are dozens ot 
sick children. 

If the motlKM- had, as soon as she 
saw signs of llliie.HH, lu'iil her child 
at iionie all this inlRht have been 
.■■.aved. If by next da;,- the liea<]ache h.ad 
dIsa.ppeariHl or the cougli become less 
troublesome lie mlglu safely liave 
lieon sent to seliool.

It not infre<iuently 
happens that wluit In a strong cliild, 
living in a clean, well ordered liome 
is a llglit case of disease when con- 
tiactud by a delicate child under less 
favorabiu conditions may be severe if 
not fatal. In ulinost every case where 
an eiiidemic has spread rapidly " has 
been found on investigation that some 
pujiil has attended the class wiien in 
a condition to spread the contagion. 
^ Tile good sense and good feeling of 
the mothers of tills or any oilier city 
.would, if exerci.seil, confine any epi- 
demic to a very small arc^a without the 
intervention ot the liealth officer.

I Not only is tho selling of tobacco to 
cliildren an offence against the law 
but the clilld who uses it can be pun- 
ished, for llie act i)ro\ides tiiat it siiall 
be tlie duty of the constables in cities 
and towns to arrest a boy smoking or 
chewing on t!ie i)Ublie street. When 
broiiglit bi'foro tile court tlie cliild 
must tell where he got the tobacco. 
Kor ll-.e first offence he shall be let 
off with a reprimand, for the second 
lie shall be fined $1 and . for the 
third $1. 

A cagarette wllliln tile meaning of 
the act is an\- small cigar of toijucco 
rolled ill paper, leaf or otiier material. 

It is reported very frequently that 
smoking is increasing among little 
boys, while it is agreed on all liands 
that the liahll of using tobacco in any 
form is \a'ry injurious to children. Re- 
pntalde dealers have always refused U> 
sell it to bo.\s of tendi'r years. Hut 
there are unprlncip'lecl men wiio liave 
no Bcruph s about: ■ doing anything, 
wliatever luirin It may do, for whicli 
tliey are paid. The public opinion of 
the city should be strong enough to 
enforce tliis law and to punish all, 
young and old, who arc found brealting 
it. It will not do to rest satisfied now 
that it has been jilaced'upon the statute 
book.') If children leani that' tlicy can. 
with Impunity, transgress tlie law of 
the land It would bO for bettor If It 
had never been made. The women as 
well as the men who worked to got this 
law passed have still the hardest part 
of their duty to perform. 

On the other hand, tiiere are many 
Influences working against the habit. 
Of these none Is stronger than the love 
of sport. Every boy Is learning that 
if he would excel In any branch of ath- 
letics he must not smoke. Public 
opinion among the joung as well as 
the mature will be the best aid to 
tlio enforcement of tlie new law.

London Is full of Interesting things 
just now— new pla.\'s, new fashions and 
suffragettes. .\ cle\'er woman who 
liad seen all the fir.'n. purcliai^ed all 
the second, induced me to go to a 
meeting of the third. ;ind it was there 
that 1 found what is so (■lusive Just 
imw in Ijondiin — feininine novelty. The 
clever woiiiau assui'ed nie that 1 would 
enjoy seeing t:> |ies lliat w e're new and 
woiulerful. lint then e\er\- man knows 
what the .geiith' sex's iileii of a type 
reall,\- is. Aii.\- wunian in a liiiiiMUis 
hat is a lyi)e llial slieulii lie exidiiilied 
and exiiouiiiled to a mere man, but at 
(.Jueen's Hall there wc-re simjily hor- 
rible lials, that even my political spon- 
sor forgot to critii-i/.e. It's aniuslii.ir 
to watch the i^ffei-t ef pulilics en a 
woman. .\s far as i can iiialce out, it- 
tends to sl.aekeii lier veil and lilt her 
bat at a lidieuloiis angle. It gives her 
an attitude of strained expectancy 
wliieli is not be'eomiiig, and robs her, 
for the time being at least, of a great 
many ot iu'i' charms. Of course there 
art! tlie exceiitlons. .V woman just 
two rows In front, gowned In mauve 
panne and sallies, was an e.-iamplo. It 
was easy to imagine lier powdering her 
nose earefully Ij^fore slu^ went out to 
vote, or balibling a gentle Insistence of 
feminine defence In hur own drawing- 
room.

It hung 
In long, lank folds from the long, 
laniv woman, and was toppi'd by a 
long, lank liai with a long, lank scarf 
w(Uind twici^ round lhc> crown.

Many of the older ones pawed in 
I heir seats like war horses longing for 
the fray. Mrs. Pankhurst, newly re- 
leased from lier term of imprison- 
ment, and newly confined into a new 
mauve gown, spoke with a determined 
wistfiilnesa that really made politics 
and tlie rise and fall of educational 
and reform bills a thing of Intense 
Interest. 

Then came Christabel — the remover 
of. mountains and the sctter-iip of de- 
termined hlU of militant and defen- 
sivo action. Hers is ' an odd v.olce, 
with one or two deep booming notes 
in it thai site uses Just at the right 
moment.

The remarkable voyage of the Si- 
wash war canoe Tlllicum from this 
coast In 1901 la recalled by the Pre- 
sence at Vancouver of Mr, C. i,. Har- 
rison, who was a member of the crew 
of the little craft when she made her 
fecord-breaking trip around the world. 

It was on May -n, 1901, that Captain 
Voss left Victoria in the TIIHcBm-and 
commenced a voyage, the object of 
whicli was to .sail around the world In 
tliree years. The Tiilicuni wa.s liewn 
out of a singlo cedar log and ^-as 30 
feet on the water line, and 38 feet over 
all. The canoe was decked oyer by 
Captajn Voss, and was schooner ''Ifr- 
ged, and there w>'ro many i)redlctions 
tliat the strange looking ve.ssei would 
never be iigalti hoard of. Tlio I'illi- 
cum reached Cape Town after crossing 
the Pacific to Australia and voyaging 
across tlie Indian Ocean. R m 
Capetown that Mr. Harrison sig|i,-d as 
mate and he accomiiaiiicd Captain 
Voss tiirough the remainder of the 
cruise. After leaving Capetown they 
visited -St. lleleiui, Pernambueo, the 
Azores and so on t.., the Old Cunti-v, 
taking six mouttis to pe-rfo,.,n the trip. 

"It was not a pleasant trip" re- 
marked Mr. Jlarrison yesterday "for 
shortly after w,.. left Cap,.towii 'capt. 
Voss was taken sick. Our quarters 
were very coniincd and tliere Wa.s littlo 
room to stretch our legs. Tli<.. Tilli- 
cum was not a very good sailer as she 
had only six inches of lie. l and na- 
turally -she would not point at u|i. The 
nearest we could bring her was .seven 
points to the wind and she absolutely 
refused to come about, and when 
changing tacks we had to wear ship 
each time. We arrived at Margate 
the jcnglish holiday resort, on May 21 
1904, with an hour and a half to sparei 
so that the trip was done In three 
years after all," 

Mr. Harrison is a native of ,Alel- 
bourne, Australia, but has resided in 
Winnipeg for the last two years Ho 
wa.s the fourth mate who voyaged In 
(he Tlllicum. n. K. Luxton, the flrst, 
left the vessel at Suvera, where his 
successor embarked, and was drowned 
on tlio way to Sydney. His successor, 
an Australian yachtsman, loft the ves- 
sel at Capetown.

With a part cargo of sulphur and 
rlcG the Brltlsl^ steamer. Hazel Dollar, 
'of Victoria, B. C.,',reac!tjBd,'her ■ homa 
port yesterday morning from China 
and- Japan via San Podro, San Fran- 
cisco and Portland. The Hazel Dollar 
is discharging at the outer wharf, the 
shipment of sulphur brought from the 
mines of northern Japan being con- 
.slgned to the Victoria Chemical Works 
and the rice for local consignees. The 
steamer has 250 tons of pig iron from 
Hankow, China, to discharge at Se- 
attle, capt. Ridley, master of the Ha- 
zel Dollar, is well known here, having 
run into this city for years when 'ou 
one of the Northern Pacific liners op- 
erated by Dodwell & Co. In the trans- 
pacific trade. 

The Hazel Dollar is one of a fleet of 
steam frqlghters operated . by Robert 
Dollar & Co. ■'of San Francisco, mostly 
under the British flag, several of them 
registered at this port. Mr. Dollar has 
stated on several occasions that it Is 
more profitable to operate his steamers 
under the British than the United 
States flag. 

Regarding the competition of Brit- 
ish and other steamers wltli the Unit- 
ed I^tates shipi)ing- 'on the Pacific the 
Kan Francisco Kxaminer said two 
days ago: •'Tiiere is no chance for 
any I^aciflc J\Iail or other American 
steamier running out of this port to 
compete with those foreign steamers 
in the Atlantic. 

"Every steamer of the Pacific Mail 
line running to the Orlont has left tiiib 
city with comparatively small cargoes. 
On' more than one occasion, though the 
fact was not heralded abroad at the 
time, tile Manchuria and Mongolia, 
(uieli capable of carrying 10,000 tons 
deadwelglit of freight, passed out for 
llu; Far Fast with a paltry 300 tons 
of merchandise In their h'olds. The big 
steamers looked good and trim, but 
their trimnoas was largely due to Cull 
water-'ballaflt tanks. 

"While the lino Aniorlcan steamers 
of the Mall line and other companies 
are continually running light and los- 
ing money, the Japanese and German;? 
and British companies, with their sub- 
iddizcd bottoms arc doing the business 
here and along the Pacific coast, as 
in the Atlantic. It Is estimated that 
one-third of the former trade enjoyed 
by American steamers operating to the 
Far East out of this port Is now con- 
trolled by the British and Japanese 
lines running from northern ports. 

"Other British and German steamers 
are making money under the subsidy 
arrangement in carrying coffee from 
Central' American ports to Sallna Cruz 
and Panama, while the Pacific Mall 
company's, steamers. Aztec, CJ.ty of 
Panama and Costa Rica are Tielrig op- 
erated at a positive loss In" the same 
trade. It was olliclaily ann'ounced 
yesterday by the Pacific Mall company 
that Its net lo.«3 for the month of De- 
cember had been $70,000. 

"Largest of the American stoam.shlp 
companies, the Pacific Mail finds itself 
near the -vail. It is admitted that un- 
less the United States govornmont 
taltes measures to subsidize American 
steamships as a protection against the 
encroachments of foreign vessels which 
are subsidized by their governments, 
the next few mtonths will witness the 
passing of the American steamers. 
Not one of tlie Pacltio Mall steamers, 
on account of this deplorable and help- 
lefis condition of things, carries freight 
(uiough to pay the wages of the crow 
and the maintenance of the vessels. 
These are the ships, all of which are 
running at a loss excojit the Persia, 
and this steamer Is laid up In the jiort 
of Hongkong:

Twenty Chinese members of the 
crew of the Norwegian steamship Hen- 
rik Ibsen mutinied nil arrival of the 
steamer at Sun Francisco from Co- 
mox on Monday morning wlicn Cafi- 
taln Standwilz paid no attention to 
their appeals fur better treatment. 
Many of the Chinese left the Ibseu at 
her moorings alongside the Oakland 
Long Wharf and went to the Chinese 
consulate In San Francisco, where they 
lodged a formal complaint again.<it 
Capt. Standwltz and his olllcors. To 
the ofliclais of the consulate, the Chin- 
ese said they had been the victims of 
cruel and inhuman abuse and that 
they would not go to sea in the Henrik 
Ibsen until they were assured of bet- 
ter treatment. 

The mutiny and departure of the 
crew caused Captain Standwltz to t!d<o 
a dilfcrent view of the situation, and 
he visited the Norwegian consulate 
and stated the c^se.

Day was lield last ovenlng at tlio 
Daihis iiulel. It was iarsely 'attended. 
The clialr was ocmiplcii by II, li. 
Tlvoinson, M. 1>. p. To Ills rifilit was 
Mr. .Iiiatlcc .Martin and on his left was 
A. E. Smith, the l?nlted States con- 
sul. 'I'he hall was lieautltully and ap- 
propriately decorated, tiie prcdominat- 
lug color being green. Festoons of Ivy 
hung from the celling over tlic table, 
while dulhty bunches of the "dear lit- 
tle, .sweet little SluimrocU" adorned 
the board. Tlio repast did credit to 
the inunuKonient tind, after it had been 
done tliorougli justice, tlie toa.st list, 
which gave scope for n ruimbor of ad- 
drOK.-JOK, all of wliicli were of a patrio- 
tic cliaracter, was introduced and car- 
ried tliroiigh with characteristic en- 
tlnislasm. 

"The King,'' was proposed by Mr. 
Thomson, who presided. Ho called on 
those present to do honor to the KIiik 
Of "Ireland and Great Britain." Ills 
roversal of tlio customary phraseology 
w,Ts greeted with oiieers and tho re- 
iiponse was no loss spontaneous, '.riicn 
followed the "Proaidont of tho United 
.Sliites," with whose name wns coupled 
Ills local rcpresontatlvo. TJ. S. Coiistil 
.Smith. T!ie latter spoke of the trans- 
cendent ability of the jiro.sent occu- 
pant of the chief post at tlie command 
of the i)eoi)le of the great republic of 
America. He conunented on the fact 
that a great ijortion of the population 
of that nation hailed directly from, or 
Were descendants of, natives of tho 
Emerald isle. Wherever met with It 
was noteworthy that they wore well to 
the fore in the several lines 'of busi- 
ness whioli tliey had espoused In their 
native country. (Cheers.) He went 
on to refer to the different Irlslimon 
who had gained rprmw:i in the ser- 
vice of Creat Britain and of tho United 
States iiiul closed by stating that 
wliere the stars and stripes waved 
close by would be found tho Union 
Jtick. The two groat .\ngl'o-Saxon 
races were one in tlip desire to main- 
tain iioac(; throughout the world and 
he was conlldont tliat this desirable 
.•State of affairs would always continue. 

Frank Sehl rendered a solo In admir- 
able style and then R. S. Day spoke in 
response to a toast "Ould Ireland." He 
spolto at length in n reminiscent man- 
ner, stating in effect that the anniver- 
sary of St. Patrick recalled memories 
of the days lii the youth of those pres- 
f lit — the days that had been spent on 
the "oitld .sod." In looking back .'ill 
that bad been at all unpleasant was 
banished In tho recollection of the 
1 Ictnre of their native Island, the only 
spot on earth where flourished In all 
its- native splendor the dear little, sweet 
Shamrock. There were some present 
perhaps wlio had mothers and fathers 
in the old land and ho had no doubt 
that on t' 's occasion they wished them 
till possible happiness and good luck" 
(enthusiastic .applause). To the Sham- 
I ock, tile emblem of Ireland, there were 
three leaves. .Mr. Day portrayod these 
as typifying lo\-e. valor and wit. lb; 
claimed that In those three character- 
istics the Irishmen ontslione .any na- 
tion on earth. He closed with several 
quotations from popular IrLsh poets, all 
of which were cordially received. 

A. St. O. Flint, the promoter of the 
ontertaliiment. was accorded an ova- 
tion when asked to speak. He Intro- 
duced his remarks by tlio assertion 
that he was a modest man, at which 
claim a number ot those present ap- 
peared to demur. He went on to say 
that he had been twenty-one years In 
Victoria. For some time tho anniver- 
sary of St. Patrick's 0ay had not been 
celebrated. Before tlio Klondyke rush 
there had been an organization known 
iis tho Sons of Erin, but %vith tlic ex- 
citement a large number had left for 
the gold fields.

Mr. Belinaen exjirossed his regret at 
the nb.=ence of the iiremicr. Ho was 
sure that Victorians had heard enough 
of politics during tho past two months. 
He simply v/anteU to say that ho 
denmed himself just as good an Irish- 
man as any ono present. (Cries, of 
"question.") 

"I can prove It," responded Mr. 
Behnsen. 

"Do It," was the general reply. 
"Well this Is iny birthday," answered 
Mr. Behnsen. . There was no further 
question and as Mr. .Behnson took his 
seat his health was heartily drunk. 

A song by Percy, ' Richardson was 
followed by a toast in honor 'of the 
"Army and Navy," to which Major Mc- 
Farlam^ rc^spondcd. He said that all 
who sported the "green" on St. 
I'll trick's unnlvorsary should la- jiroiid 
of their native land. They had rojisoii 
to be for their countrymen were llrst In 
war and to the fore In most things that 
I'Oally coinited. ' D'ciiling espi'clally 
with the army, he asserted that the 
mcMi were. i^lway-i oil .the llglitliig line, 
and, as a rule, the leader.s wi-re from 
the Kmerald Isle. In his youth he 
iiad been told that he should osteeni 
himself proud because the Duke of 
Wellington was ah Irishman.' But the 
Duke was dead. He didn't think that 
It was necessary that ho should look 
back. At present he could rotor to 
Lord Roberts and Lord. Kitchener. 
Hence It wasn't necessary to go Into 
Mstorj'. ( .Applause.) 

The toast In honor of the bench 
was drunk most enthusiastically and 
.Mr. Justice .Martin rcsiiotidcd. It was 
no exaggeration, nor any fancy pic- 
ture, he said, to affirm that Irishmen 
were numbered among those who liad 
achieved most eminence in the Forum. 
He' referred to some distinguished 
Judges who had passed away and then 
assorted that It was a remarkable fact 
that throe of the four of the lx)r<ls ot 
Appeal In Ordinary at pri;sent were 
Irlshinen.. (Applause). AJso it was an 
old coincidence that British Columbia 
had started with an Irishman as pre- 
mier and now as president of tlie llrst 
Conservative government of the pro- 
vince was a man' of Irish descent. It 
gave Itim pleasure, he .remarked, to 
llnd among the conjpany two sons of 
one who |-nd been a most respected 
British Columbia Judge, the late Judge 
O'Reilly. His concluding remarks were 
vociferously applauded. 

A song was rendered by .Mr. Xyland, 
after which .Mr. Thomson ])roposed ,a 
toast to the "City Council ot Victoria." 
with whlcli was coupleii the name of 
Alderman Turner. .Mr. Thomson de- 
livered a message from the Irlslimen 
to the effect that they would liack up 
wise expenditures . on streets, sewers 
and water. Now was the time, ho af- 
lirnied, for Victoria to go ahead. 

Alderman Turner, in reply, was glad 
to lietir these words. The trouble was 
that there were not enough Irishmen 
In the council. With ' a row more of 
Mr. Thomson's energy and tenacity It 
might be jiossibie to accomplish more. 
He was Judging from the assistance 
Mr. Thomson had rendered in passing 
tho city legislation .through the legis- 
lature. *' 

Tho "Native Sons" was responded 
to by W. C. Moresby, after which the 
toast to "Tho Ladlc«" was replied to 
by Harric Ross. Both addresses were 
appropriate and enthusiastically aii- 
piauded. The gathering dispersed with 
cheers for everyone Irrespective of na- 
tionality.

Tlio recommendations •/I'or , placing 
wood pulp , on the.'freosllst. 'and reduc- 
ing the duties oni print ' paper, with 
certain restrictions rhiide by tho Mann 
committeo of tho house, are incor- 
porated in the bill. The duty on re- 
fined sugar Is reduced one live-hun- 
dredth of a cent a pound and on dex- 
trin one-half cent a pound. A reduc- 
tion of one-half cent a pound is also 
made in the duty on starch, wltli tlie 
exception ot potato starch. 

Zinc In ore Is assessed one cent per 
pound for the zinc . contained. ..The 
tariff on pig iron is' reduced from $1 
to ?2.i)0 per ton. 

The principal increases aro made In 
the duties on lemons, cocoa and sub- 
stitutes for coffee, coal tar, dyes, gloves 
and coated paper and lithographic 
prints. 

As was expected, the now tariff bill 
Is made on a maximum and minimum 
basis, with tho provision that .the ni.axi- 
mum rates are not to go Into effect un- 
til sixty days after the passages ot tho 
bill. Reciprocity provisions arc con- 
tained in the paragraphs fixing duties 
on lumber, coal and coke and agricul- 
tural Implements, by which these ar- 
ticles are given entry free of duty 
when Imported from coiihtrles wlilch 
p(!rmlt the free Importation of these 
artl<:les from America. 

The Inheritance tax provision of the 
1)111 is similar to the New York state 
law. It provides a tax of flvc! per cent, 
on all Inliorltances over J.'.OO. that ar.,! 
collateral inheritances, or in wlileli 
straii);ers aro the legatees. In cases 
direct inhoritanco the taxes prescrlbcl 
uro: On ^10,000 to $100,000, one per cent; 
on J 1 00,000 to $300,000, two per cent, 
and on those over Ji300.00, throe per 
cont. It Is ostimatod that $20,000,000 
annually will be derived from this tax. 

The maximum and ililnlmum provis- 
ions of the bill do away with the neces- 
sity of continuing the foreign trade 
agreements. The abrogation of these is 
provided for in a section which author- 
izes the iireslilont to issue notices of 
the termination of these agreeinent.'i. 
Most of these would terminate Imme- 
diately, while the Cennari agreement 
would remain in force for six months. 
Tho time which must .intwveno i before 
the operation of tho other, reciprocity 
agreements would become effcotlvo 
ranges from three months to ono year. 

A provision in tile bill is designed to 
meet the conditions resulting from tho 
patent laws of Great Britain which re- 
quires that patentees must manufaoturo 
their articles within Great- Britain. 
This provision applies the same rule to 
jiatents taken out In this country by 
aliens as applies to .Americans In the 
country of the aliens 

The drawback privileges are extended 
by the bill, ana tlie method of valuation 
of articles upon which the tariff imposes 
nd valorem duties is broadened for the 
purpose of preventing tho practice of 
undervaluation. 

While con'ne is retained on the free 
list, it is with tho provlRlon that a duty 
equal to anv export duty, tax or oliargo 
that shall be levied 'oy any* country 
from whlcli it la Imported shall be col- 
lected on tho cofteo imported from that 
country. At the bearing before the 
committee and In briefs submlttod It 
was contended that Brazil charges an 
export duty of five francs per bag, tho 
revenue from which pays thO Interest 
nnd semi-annual redemption of a por- 
tion of a loan negotiated by the state 
of Sao Paulo, the American portion of 
the loan being claimed to 'ae £2i000,000 
sterling ' '
